SHOULD WE AVOID? 

'Tou need to be careful because 
although they're great fun, they 
can quickly turn into a money 
pit. This isn't like buying a 
Ford Fiesta. They sell these 
cheap - around £25-3ok - but 
try to get some spare parts 
too, because when it breaks 





down you can't take it to your 
local Kwik-Fit. Plus, even if 
you're handy with a wrench, 
the manual could be written 
in some Russian gobbledygook 
leaving you right up the 
swanny." 

HOW DO YOU MAKE IT 
ROAD LEGAL? 

'Tirst of all, if the MoD hasn't 
done it already, you'll need to 
have the guns deactivated. 
Then you've got to move the 
bugger, which means traffic 
patrol and licences. If you want 
one you can make road legal, 
go for a smaller Scorpion, but 
you'll still need to have rubber 
insert pads put on the tracks.
